The Church solemnly celebrat- 
ed the Ascension of our Lord last 
Thursday, hence it is very suita- 
ble that the lessons taught us on 
this Sunday be taken from the 
Epistle of St. Peter. Naturally 
we would expect the prince of 
the Apostles to give us all fur- 
ther instruction, after Jesus had 
taken His place at the Right 
Hand of God the Father. Next 
Sunday, the great Feast of Pen- 
tecost is being awaited by the 
faithful, even as St. Peter and 
the faithful Apostles waited in 
the cenacle for the coming of the 
Holy Ghost. 

Can you not picture St. Peter 
addressing the Apostles in these 
words of wisdom: “Dearly_be- 
loved, be prudent, and watchful 
in prayers?” Words which seem 
like an echo of those holy words 
of Christ Himself: “Watch and 
pray that you enter not into 
temptation.’ Prudence’is a vir- 
tue more necessary for us, than 
for the Apostles. 

You may have heard that there 
is no virtuous act pleasing to 
God unless accompanied by this 
virtue of “prudence.” You may 
have often heard the priests or 
Sisters speak of prudence. What 
is it, and why is it so important? 
We are not speaking of mere hu- 
man prudence, but the supernat- 
ural virtue. Prudence, often call- 
ed “wisdom,” is that virtue di- 
recting. a person’s intellect, so 
that, “in every one of our acts 
and undértakings, we may dis- 
cover what is upright, and most 
conducive to salvation.” This 
necessitates careful considera- 
tion on the part of every sincere 
follower of Christ, and the pru- 


dent man seeks counsel and ad- 
vice from pastors and those in 
position to advise and direct
